He 
has never made an original investi- 
gation, or written ona single sub- 
iect from his own observation or 
experimentation. He has compiled 
the thoughts of others. 

To the article under review he 
prefixes “Prof.” to his name, and at 
other times he passes as “Dr.” yet 
in his biograpy no mention is made 
of hts having earned these titles or 
their having been bestowed on him. 
Apparently these are assumed, as 
most ‘‘popular’’ lecturers do, for 
effect. 

Now what assurance does he give 
that he has the training,” which 
he Says is essential for the investi- 
gation of spiritual manifestations 
‘scientifically.’ The true scientist 
is an observer, not a compiler. The 
latter may by his literary skill, im- 
part new interest to the work of the 
former, but he 15 a compiler never- 
theless. The ability to compile, and 
“popularize,” the ability to gather 
other peoples thoughts and make 
the:n one's own. is a valuable asset 
fora popular lecture. It is thought

d wrwright falsehoods by his bizare accuracy. and produces a looseness 
fr tures. Yet author and artist of thought and disposition to gen- 


eralize without adeguate knowledge. 

Mr. S rvis shows this kind of 
training in the present subject. 

He, however, would have jt be- 
lieved that he has given exhaustive 
attention to spiritual phenomena. 
He became so impressed with the 
magnitude of the subject that he 
was impelled to write an article and 
show what a fake it is. He says: 

“This matter has lately assumed 
such a striking phase, and the al- 
leged evidence has accumulated to 

such an enormous amount, and 
of the people who present 
dence are persons of so dist 
a rank in life. and of such ungues- 
tioned ¿bility and honestv, that it 
seems no longer right to dismiss the 
whole business with a laugh or a 
sneer.” Hce was not influenced to 
write by his commission, and prom- 
ise Gi guttering shekels !

Evidentiyv Mr, Serviss has it, and 
:n such eminent degree that his bare 
opimon is all that is necessary. 
Now that he has set himself up as 
‘udye, jury, and prosecuting attor- 
ney, we have a right to inquire who 
he reaily is that thus poses as a 
Scientist to whom Crookes, Zollner, 
Fichte, and Flammarion fre incon- 
sequential. If his unsupported opin- 
xon is to be taken, its value some- 
what depends on the man who 
makes it. The hypothesis of a sci- 
entist, known to be profound in his 
experiments, and careful in conclu- 
«icn, has weight, although he makes 
no attempt at demonstration. 
Many of the most startling revela- 
tions have been intuittional proph- 
ccies, which waited for the corrob- 
orative facts.

On A Sabject that is of Interest to all 
-Spiritualists 


Editor Francis of The Progressive 
Thinker gives us a somewhat gloomy 
view of the future of organized 
Spiritualism when he states in an 
editorial in that publication that 
“facts demonstrate that in the 
course of twenty-five years Spirit- 
ualist papers will in the course of 
evolution cease to exist, secular pa- 
pers taking their place and doing 
their exelusive work.” 

Mr. Francis has been in close 
touch with Spiritualism fora great 
many years, and should be able to 
presage with some degrce of accur- 
acy the trend of its progress in com- 
ing years. Yet with duc deference 
to the venerable editor of the 
Thinker I believe he reasoned from 
a mistaken premise and came to an 
erroneous conclusicn when he made 
the aforementioned prognostication; 
and I'm going to present a few reas- 
ons why I don’t belicve the dis- 
tinctly Spiritualistic paper will have 
outgrown its usefulness and be ready 
for burial in less than twenty-five 
vears from the present time. 

The very nature of the secular 
press precludes the pussibility of it 
ever being able to fill the place now 
occupied by the spiritualistic press 
and crowd the latter cut of exist- 
ence. The secular press of the fu- 
ture may be able to satisfy those 
Spiritualists who desire only a super- 
ficial knowledge of the philosophy; 
those whom we now class as phe- 
ee a aee pára it ars 

p : rson w Wis 
hits eapi UNO the ce@sjecy and 
Áir thorotighly acquainted with 
our philosophy in its profounder 
significance. The secular papers 
never thoroughly consider any sub- 
ject, except, perhaps, politics; they 
but skim the surface, seldom giving 
much space to philosophy, unless we 
are willing to call the sporting page 
philosophical, though the disserta- 
tions on the war might be classed as 
yellow philosophy; and it would be 
folly to expect that any but the 
most sensational features of Spirit- 
ualism will be given attention. 

At the present time the philoso- 
phy of Spiritvalism receives but 
scant attention from the secular 
newspaper-—it is too dry for the aver- 
age worldly reader; but the sensa- 
tional phenomena is bcing exploited 
by a number of the leading dailies 
merely because it has a temporary 
value as news, and is sufficiently 
startling to attract attention. But 
this little concession—the fact that 
it is presented in a manner favorable 
to Spiritualism, its more desirable 
features being given prominente, 
while formerly it was treated in a 
way calculated to promote an un- 
favorable attitude of public opinion 
toward the cause—seems quite a 
weak and unsubstantial basis upon 
which to rest the conclusion that the 
secular press will usurp the position 
now occupied by the Spiritualistic 
press. 

What is true of the daily papers 
is aleo true of the various weekly 
and monthly magazines, consecra- 
ted to no particular subject, but 
giving us a conglomeration of inter- 
esting if not instructive stuff that 
ranges in contexture from art to 
science, from love to war. The ma- 
jority of articles by somewhat 
learned men have scught to explain 
the phenomena by other than the 
Spiritualistic hypothese, as for in- 
stance Andrew Lang in the Novem- 
ber Harper’s, or Henry Ridgley 
Evans in the February Cesmopol- 
itan, elaborating upon the over- 
worked telepathic theory which even 
a half-witted Spiritualist knows is 
inadequate to explain a tithe of the 
phenomena recorded or observed; 
or when admitting spirit agency as 
the only logical explanation, to-wit, 
James H. Hyslop in the January 
number of The World To-Day, ad- 
ministering a slap in the face by 
calling the Fox sisters frauds and 
regarding our ast:sations for a 
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conditions that our loved ones ex- 
perience there as “the reflection of 
a bad morality and a desire to es- 
cape present duties or to ascertain 
the limits which nature assigns to 
the habits of libertines.” 

The secular newspapers and mag- 
azines are without question doing a 
good work in calling the attention 
of their readers to these problems; 
and it argues well for the welfare of 
the caute that there is less of ridi- 
cule and more of toleration than: 
used to be the case. But is there 
any movement of vital human inter- 
est today that finds so staunch œ 
friend and willing an exponent in 
the secular press that no publication 
devoted exclusively to the presen- 
tation of principles it stands for is. 
needed ? Glance at the sciences, 
the arts, the crafts; does not each 
division and subdivision generally 
have its class publication? Yet 
asa rule, the secular press is in: 
hearty accord with the objects of 
all, but it cannot represent all; 
neither can it represent all the var- 
ious truths that Spiritualism stands 
for. Hence there will be a place 
for the exclusive Spiritualist paper 
so long as there is a place for Spirit- 
ualism in the world’s growth; and 
its field of labor, instead of grow- 
ing less, will increase witli the on- 
ward march of the truths it repre- 
sents. Since we have publications 
devoted to every conceivable sub- 
ject it seems an absurdity to think 
that in this age of periodicals galore. 
Spiritualism, the greatest truth, the 
grandest science of all, must do its 
inonumenta!l work with no voice but 
the fickle cry of daily journalism or

it cannot be denied that at the 
present time interest in the various 
papers that represent our cause is 
ata very low ebb. But as the tide 
that ebbs shal! flow again with the 
utmost certainty, the present day 
indifference is but the precursor of 
an awakening interest that shall 
make the success of the Spiritualist 
papers in the past seem insignificant. 

The Spiritualistic press is in the 
throes of change, but not of dissolu- 
tion. The ‘Spiritualist paper can- 
not pass out of existence without 
organized Spiritualism itself also 
disappers to be absorbed. by other 
religions, a contingency that to me 
seems quite remote. By means 'of 
the Spiritualistic press Spiritualism 
has been made a concrete religion. 
with definite aims, with settled par- 
pose; it has united Spiritualists with. 
bonds of sympathy and understand- 
ing, minimizing their differences of 
opinion, deterring them from form- 
ing into hostile clans, and disre- 
garding the opinions of those who 
differ from them to a certain degree - 
it has inspired to enthusiasm where 
otherwise apathy would have reigned 
undisturbed; and greatest work of 
all, it had so harmonized ‘Spiritual: 
ists that the formation of the Na- 
tional Spiritualists Association was. 
possible, and only by the help of the- 
Spiritualist papers has the N.S. A.. 
been able to accomplish its great 
work, und reach its present position. 
as a reprecentative organization, in- 
dispensbile tothe future progress 
of the cause. Can the N. S. A. 
endure and prosper after its princi- 
ple support has been removed; wil? 
the secular press be able to do what 
the Spiritualist papers have done ? 
Wiil the support the various Spirit- 
ualist papers are now giving be no 
longer needed in a few brief years ? 
I venture the opinion that so long 
as there is a place for a representa- 
tive organization of Spiritualists 
there will be a place for one or more 
good Spiritualist papers; and that 
not until Spiritualism is absorbed by 
the churches and ceases to exist as 
a distinct religion will the work of 
the Spiritualistic press be completed. 
That this will not be in twenty-five 
years is a certainty, that it will not 
be in fifty is almost a certainty, and 
that it may never be is also highly 
probable.

analveed, can be originally traced to 
pride, or what many are pleased to 
term cultured prejudice. 

Lincoln's favorite song was “Why 
should the spirit ot mortal beproud?”’ 
Yes, why 7 Is one spirit better than 
ano-her ia the grand whole ? 

We are but souls cast off from the 
cenusa! principle of Nature and born 
equal, passing out exactly alike. 

Nature makes no discrimination. 
Man does this on assumed premises. 
Rut in the end he rounds up on Na- 
ture’s first principle: love-—-aiiowing 
for exceptions, uf course. 

Now, pride is not tove, It is self- 
love—even in its sublimest form, 
which is to be proud of ones abili- 
ties or virtues. As there is but one 
step from the sublime to the ridic- 
ulous (which in human nature is 
exemplified as conceit or hautiness) 
there is but one step from love to 
egotism—!rum dignity to self-wor- 
shin—and it is the latter that con- 
stitutes the basis of that pride in 
the human spirit which Lincoln un- 
doubtedly had in mind when he was 
touched by the sentiment of the 
song referred to. 

Lincoln had no egotism ; no false 
nor foolish pride, and he only had 
pity for those who were afflicted 
with any of it. His sorrow was an 
intuitive one, showing that it arose 
from the soul-centre—the heart. 

He knew by his heart's wisdom 
that all men were born equal in 
principle, aad on that he reasoned 
his wav through life. Like all great 
men he applied his convictions to 
himself, and died with a heart full 
of love—neither prejudice nor pride 
raarring his soul’s equanimity. He 
remained at peace with himself. 

Spiritualsts claim this great man 
as the medial instrument of their 
emancipation idea which culminated 
in the freedom of slavery in this 
country. But ¢his was only the be- 
yinning of a new era-——the emanci- 
pation of the spiritual man fromsla- 
very. But the way had to be first 
cleared from the aforenamed, and it 
was, Now, towhat extent has man 
been freed in spirit since? Does it 
also need a bloody war to accom- 
plish or are Americans far enough 
advanced in civilization and culture 
to rise above that modern incentive 
pride to avert it ? 

What have Spiritualists now to 
offer in response to the greatest of 
all modern needs? We have medi- 
ums who claim great men as their 
controls. Let that claim be justi- 
fied by ideas that are in accord with 
the names mentioned, If there are 
mental or moral reasons inherent in 
the claimant for such controls they 
too should constitute channels for 
the conveyance of compatible ideas. 
Or are these claims based purely on 
egotism—the pride of imagination— 
self worship ? 

Effects exemplify causes. Great 
effect are needed to prove a like 
cause We are atsea just now con- 
cerning our own Cause. Perhaps

which, if permitted to grow on us, 
will weaken our ranks and make it 
less and less likely to obtain, the 
inspiration required to either stir us 
up or the world at large. 

If we cannot even get an inspira- 
tion for our own present need, how 
shall we give the world a new issue? 
Let us get into good conditiong for 
our own benefit first : then perhaps 
those great spirits that seem to be 
overshadowing our mediums mey be 


— enabled todrawnear enough to give 


us a general hint concerning a new 
issue Or principle that will inspire 
another Lincoln to come forward to 
continue the grand work of emanci- 
pating humanity from another form 
of slavery—that of mind and soul 
from political bigotry which is lead- 
ing us into another internecine war. 

If it does, it will not be for greed 
or conquest, but be based on pride 
pure and simple—as we sometimes 
quarrel among each other and mu- 
tually claim to be justified on faith. 

Faith and pride in one harness 
are great warriors, and when they 
are seen hitching up, it portends a 
storm brewing. Political bigotry is 
a secular faith that has led to more 
wars than religious faiths have, 
while pride has been the only apol- 
ogy on either side for the sufferers. 

Now, if Spiritualists are going to 
continue to point with pride to Iin- 
coln as one of their media (a form 
of pride that is justifiable) let them 
also make conditions favorable for 
hie return in their midst. Not to 
be claimed by individuals as A con- 
trol, but by all inspired speakers as 
THE control of our Cause—if but for 
ONE CONSISTENT IDEA to give to the 
American people as a saving grace, 
as the emancipation idea was given. 
But first let all prejudice or spirit- 
ual pride be set aside, for it is not 
in his nature to be proud; and the 
law of affinity requires that the 
same conditions be made for a Lin- 
coin as any other spirit. And more. 
‘As Lincoln represents love, that 
would be THE condition required to 
admit him. 


There is no obsession in the ab- 
solue. 
principle, habit, peace or war 
is open to spirits — whatever 


or a longer period. But there are 
exceptions to every rule. A sot who 
hardly sobers up on one passional 
indulgence before he begins another 
naturally has but one force open to 
spirit attractions. A monomania 
on any one subject also belongs to 
these perpetual performance ac- 
tors—only the attractions will be in 
conformity with the good or evil in- 
tention involved. But as there are 
about 20,000 spirits to every mortal 
in the earth's sphere it would be a 
wonder not to find a counterpart 
fitted to every mortal mind, even 
though it bea cranky one. Yes, we 
are all obsessed, and always accord- 
ing to the strongest force, principle, 
habit or thought indulged. Tocure 
aman from a bad obsession, there- 
fore, we must cure him of the domi- 
nant passion or thought which at- 
tracts the spirit; and if it be a good 
obsession he may not wish to be 
cured. But there are some who 
need curing from the superstition 
connected with the subject. 


Out of evil comes good —provided 
the good endeavoring to reach the 
surface be aided inits efforts. When 
a man loses the animus to quarrel it 
generally indicates that its opposing 
force or principle is not far off, and 
perhaps ready to bud over night— 
suddenly illumining his mind with 
new thoughts or his soul with new 
powcr. No power in humanity is 
ever lost. Every animal or nega- 
tive quality in man is finally neu- 
tralized for a spiritual or positive 
effect when it becomes a virtus or 
talent. Self-restraint is the artificial 
stimulator towards its spiritual 
fectibility or growth. Trials 
sufferings are Nature’s aids. 


When a man is unsuccessful in life 
everybody except himself knows the 
reas m, and the more reasons they 
conjure up the farther they gener- 
ally get away from the true cause.

Jubilee Offering at Whitewater, Wis 


The litigation over the Morris 
Pratt Institute is ended. The un- 
clouded title to that magnificent 
propesty now rests in the Morris 
Pratt Institute Association, whose 
members are either avowed Spirit- 
ualists or in sympathy with our 
faith. 

In the recent trial in the circuit 
court of Walworth County, Wiscon- 
sin, the administrator of the Pratt 
estate only introduced evidence up- 
on a single point, viz.: Was the in- 
terlineation of certain words in the 
deed of the Institute property 
signed by Mr. and Mrs. Pratt, No- 
vember 2d, 1901, made after its ex- 
ecution, and practical forgery there- 
by committed? It is to be noted 
that the administrator utterly aban- 
doned the idle gossip and prelimin- 
ary charges that the property had 
been acquired by undue influence, 
by fraud, or by plaving upon Mor- 
ris Pratt’a assumed mental incapac- 
ity. 

Note carefully the language of 
Judge E. B. Belden’s decision: 

“The Court entertains no doubt 
whatever as to the entire validity of 
the deed of November 2, 1901, con- 
veying the Temple property to the 
trustees. It is presumed that the 
interlineation, or marginal addition, 
was made before the execution, and 
there is nothing on the face of the 
deed, vr in the competent evidence 
warranting a contrary decision. 
The Court also holds that the con- 
sideration forthe Temple and Moses 
Hull deeds are lawful and sufficient 
—that the estate is bound to relieve 
the Hull property «ot the lien of said 
mortgage $22,000." 

Since the estate is solvent both 
Moses Hull’s homestead and the In- 
stitute are thus irced from every 
vestige of financial encumbrance, as 
was the donor’s intention. 

The victory brings renewed re- 
sponsibility and enlarged opportu- 
nity. 

Heretofore the Directors have 
been handicapped by insistent obli- 
gations and uncertain resources. 
Teachers have striven and sacrificed, 
Students, grateful for the help of 
the institute, have grown in mental 
stature and developed in spiritual 
power. All this in spite of a prod- 
igality of criticism from press, plat- 
farm and individuals.

The soul that passes out of the 
body hating passes out in a fou; oF 
sinds itself in gloom comparative 
to the prejudice attached. Unjust 
will-maxers. fanatics, heart-m urder- 
ers, corporation tyrants, widow and 
orphan robbing lawvers,etc., belong 
ro the lost souis—being lost te them- 
«Ilves and beyond recognition by 
their friends. The Bibie says some- 
where that only 144,000 are SAVED. 
This is evidently a mistake of the 
medium who got that message, due 
to unfavorable conditions €T the 
presence of one of these “lost sheep” 


at his seance, which caused a de- 
Jection of the inspiration and re- 


versed it. It undoubtedly meant 
LosT, and that the rest of mankind 
were saved—such being about the 
right proportion existing between 
the wolves and the Jambs of hu- 
manity. And it should be reason- 
able to believe that the billions of 
lambs which passover during & gen- 
eration are well able to control their 
144,000 wolves—especially if they 
are in a fog. 

These are likely the obsessors dis- 
covered by some of our spiritual as- 
tronomers—poor blind spirits hunt- 
ing for a morsel of comfort through 
hurnanity or endeavoring to find a 
medium throurhwhom they can un- 
load and make good their injustice, 
that they may obtain a ray of spirit- 
ual light. | 

But earth life wasn’t instituted 
to make it worse for the masses in 
the future. Of course, there is con- 
siderable prejudice rampant, but 
those who inspire it will mostly feel 
the responsibility of it. When the 
bell wethérs of theology imagine 
that they are leading their jam! s 
right by instilling them with prej- 
udices against unbelievers they are 
only shrowding themselves in spirit- 
ua! gloom. When politicians imag- 
ine they are inciting patriotism by 
sophisms they are only sacrificing 
their souls to a material god. Ard 
‘he individual who poisons the mind 
of an innocent against another fel- 
low mortal is engaging passage on 
the sume road with the aforenamed. 

None of this is making individual 
ctfert towards enforcing soul con- 
sciousness or spiritual individualiza- 
tion. It is nodoubt hard to for- 
give or be charitable, but without 
cort not even the easiest job can 
he done. It requires the full exer- 
tion of the intelligence and the will 
to be unselliish, kind or tolerant; 
but unless put into motion there is 
no motion for the love principle de- 
veloped--neither force nor law laid 
for its foundation. 

Faith may be all right if not too 
strony. Like a mother’s affection 
for a spankworthy boy it might te- 
cume a weakness if not checked in 
its unreason against others’ faith.

:s imminent in the Universe, and is 
noth center and circumference of all 
things, visibie and invisible; that 
every soul is divine, and that in the 
realization of this truth, each indi- 
vidual may manifest his highest 
ideals through right thinking and 
right living.” 

I know many will claim that Spir- 
:tualisin teaches this; but if it had 
made practical this principle, there 
would have been no need for a 
newer thought. 

One of the practical uses to which 
this principle is put, is absent mern- 
tal healing. This is being demon- 
strated bevond a doubt, every dav 
in the vear. Will Spiritualists have 
the temerity to claim to be the or- 
igimators of this practice ? 

The sacredness of the individual- 
ity or selfhood is aiso emphasized 
by all schools of the New Thought; 
and this is a very marked difference 
between it and Spiritualsm. 

Individuality shouid never be re- 
tinguished for one moment, to mor- 
tal or spirit. 

The doctrines of reincarnation, 
nonresistance, and the belief that 
jmmortality will yet be demonstra- 
ted on this Earth, are also quite 


generally accepted by New Thought 
people. 

Understand, ] am not advocating 
ali these things, nor do I deny that 
there are extremists and faddists in 
this as in all other advance move- 
ments. 

I mention it because I have sev- 
eral times heard people say, “New 
Thought teachcs nothing that Spir- 
itualism does not.” 

Question 3. “Who has been the 
principle originator of these New 
Thoughts, if there be any a 

The teachings of Jesus contain 
more of the New Thought of today 
than any others that I know of. It 
matters not, so far as this answer 
goes whether you believe be was 
the son of God—whether you be- 
lieve he ever lived even. 

The writings of the New Testa- 
ment are there. and altho much mis- 
understood and misquoted, they 
contained the highest ethics. 

Emerson, too, was a Herald of 
New Thought. He was so far in 
advance of his time that he has on- 
ly recently come to be understood 
in a literal practical sense. 

Prentice Mulford and Jacob Bo- 
ehme are also pioneers of the move- 
ment. ; 

Space forbids further mention. 

For answer to 4, study the fore- 
going answers. If this does not 
satisfy, write me persopally. 

Question 5. “Do thoughts really 
create physical realities without 
purpose, skill or energy!” 

No power in the universe pro- 
duces physical realities unless di- 
rected by purpose, skill and energy. 

The person who would claim such 
a thing would be a fit subject for 
the insane asylum. But who will 
deny that thoughts when intelli- 
gently formed. directed by a strong 
will, and sent forth on the wings of 
love, are limitless in power? 

(Questions 6-7-8 are too long to 
repeat, and can be answered under 
one general explanation. 

New Thought teachers advocate 
and practice sitting in the silence or 
concentration for spiritual develop- 
ment. This opens the spiritual 
vision and hearing, and gives the 
individual! an opportunity to com- 
municate thru his own soul, with 
mortals carnate and decarnate, and 
with the universal soul. (See quota- 
tions.) ee 

As to inviting test mediums u 
their platferns, I cannot say: but 
would judge that it would be en- 
urely uncalled for and out of place, 
since thev are not trying to ape the 
Spirituansts and do their work un- 
der another name. If people want 
tests, let them go to the medium for 
that purpose. According to some 
leading Spiritualists. it is the put- 
ting of tests upon the platform that 
is responsible in part for the averted 
decline cf Spiritualism. 

New Thoughtists do not believe 
their work lies in giving additional 
proofs of life after death. Millions 
of people believed it before the ad- 
vent of Modern Spiritualism, and 
those who want material proofs of 
the fact. can usually get them if 
they try. 

To prove that it is not necessary 
to demonstrate the continuity of 
life, I will quote from Dr, Peebles’ 
hook, “Seers of the Ages,” pages 
262-263. 

“When the Spanish conquerets 
reached Mexico and Peru, they 
found there, an abiding faith m 
God and immortality.” .

As the prejudice against Spiritual- 
ism 1s removed and the cause be- 
comes more poular. the papers de- 
voted exclusively to our philosophy 
will increase in numbers and in use- 
fulness and in circulation, At the 
present time many timid people are 
delighted when they get hold of a 
Spiritualist paper; but much as they 
like to read Spiritualistic literature 
thev have so little courage of their 
convictions that they are ashamed 
to subscribe to a spiritualist paper. 
As the cause becomes more popular 
this conditioa wili change: it is not 
permanent. 

Then there are certain papers now 
in existence that, although not Spir- 
itualistic nor claiming to be, embody 
sume of the principles of Spiritual- 
ism in the fads to which they are 
devoted; and these are mainly sup- 
ported by Spiritualists, to the ne- 
glect of the truly Spiritualistic press, 
After a time these fads and their or- 
gans. because combining so much 
error with the few grains oi truth 
they disseminate, will pass from 
public favor, and the support now 
given them will be diverted to the 
Spiritualist papers that are willing 
to be known as such. 

Nor can the numerous books writ- 
ten upon the subject serve to sat- 
isfy the reading Spiritualist to the de- 
cree that a Spiritualist paper is not 
required. Books occupy a place 
that the Spiritualistic press cannot 
fill; and the Spiritualistic press like- 
wise occupics a niche that 1s outside 
the domain of permanent literature. 
as well os outside the pale of cphem- 
eral literature as evidenced by some 
bees NS, 

in the past, and in the present 
also, the Spiritualistic press has de- 
voted a vreat deal oi space to de- 
fending the principles of Spiritual- 
ism against attack by bigoted op- 
conents. Then, too, consilerable 
space has been occupied in showiny 
the fallacies cf other religions. An 
vort has been made to appeal to 
tto investigator, and there nas been 
a constant reiteration of such fun- 
damental! facts as every Spiritualist 
knows to be true. I believe the 
Soiritualst paper of the future will 
cater more to the confirmed Spirit- 
salist than to the investigator, the 
tatter Anding tastructien in the pri- 
mary bronches of cur philosophy 
ter cash the medium of the pulpit 
anmi also from boeks: while the 
Speritualst paper will appeal to the 
wielinformed and thoughtful stu- 
tont who has mastered the primary 
branches and desires to have the 
Jatest intermation in regard to the 
syore advanced phases of our philes- 
mp yy, 

“That tix re will come a time when 
tae secular press shall pive our 
philosophy a much more generous 
notice than at present 1] do not 
coubt. Then instead of antagon- 
icing one another, the secular and 
eoiritualistic press will ccuperate, 
th: secular press giving a summary 
of the progress made in the realm 
cf psychic science, for the benefit 
.i the general reader, while the 
spiritualistic press gives to those 
who are making a study or the sub- 
‘ect a more detailed exposition oi 
the matter than would be possible 
in the secular publications. But 
the attention given our facis by the 
newspapers and magazines wil) on- 
ly supplement the work of th: psy- 
chic press; not usurp their posi- 
tion. In fact the more space other 
publications give to our philosophy 
the more our papers will flourish. 
because the fragmentary reports 
given will serve to create a desire 
for a more extensive knowledge, 
which it will be the province of the 
Spiritualist paper to give. 

And so, for the reasons I have 
ennumerated, and because of others 
I have not space to mention, I pre- 
dict for the Spiritualistic press an 
existence co-equal with the dura- 
tion of the truths that Spiritualism 
today rcpresents, and when organ- 
ized Spiritualism has ceased to be, 
when the philosophy of spirit inter- 
course and the life beyond no lon- 
ger interests humanity, when moi- 
tal progress has reached its zenith 
and given place to retrogression, 
then we may look for the Spiritual- 
istic press to decline and pass away 
—but not before. 

I, and inthis I believe I voice 
the sentiments of some thousands 
of other Spiritualists, shall always 
consider the Spiritualist papers an 
absolute necessity. Secular news- 


papers and magazines are all right, 
but I don’t want my Spiritualism
